The roof of the Sterling mille, a wooden 
building, was on fire in a number of 
places several times, but each time the 
flames were extinguished. By 6 0’c!ock 
the Globe milis were a heap of ruins 
and smouldering timbers’ The mille 
belonged to Mr. Amos K. Clark, of this 
city, and cost about thirty thousand 
doilars. -The brick building was com- 

pleted and work commenced a little 
over a vear ago. The mills were located 
on the third level of the canal, between 
Marbury and Kenne streets, and man-~ 
ufactured ees and carpet warp. The 
capacity of the mill was 1,440 spindies, 
and it employed thirty-one operatives, 
wi.o are now thrown out of work. There 
were in ihe mill-thirty-one bales oi 
cotton, only four of which were saved.
